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For the. Sun being only. Eclipſed at Conjuncrion , or 
' Change of the Moon, ſhews the cauſe thereof, to be the 
Moons body interpoſing between the Sun and the Earth 3 
And the Moon being never Eclipſed, but ar the Full-Moon, 
or Oppoſition from the San, and both always bingun the 
: Nodes, we conclude the cauſe thereof to be from the Earths 
Body, interpoſing between her Dark Bodypand the Suns 
Light Body : from whence is alſo proved, ſhe hath her Light 
from the Sun. 

The Moons Eclipſes prove, that the Earth 1s not founded 
infinitly below us, as ſome have thought, but that the Hea- 
vens on every fide the Earth, are like diſtant, and that the 
Earth (the Sea included) is on all ſides perfectly round ; 
- becauſe the more Eaſt-ward we live, the more, or greater 
number of Hours is given for the Meridian, for the beginning 
orend of an Eclipſe, beyond what 1s allotted by them who 
dwell at a greater diſtance Weſt-ward. 

Alſo by them is demonſtrated, that the Earth ts placed im 
the midſt of the Zodiach, becauſe the 1s always Oppoiit 1n an- 
Eclipſe, and that the one half of the World 15 always above 
the Horriſon. ] 

Theſe ſhew the Longitude of the Earth, or any place 
thereon ; and prove the Earth and Water make but one 
Body or Globe ; and that the higheſt Mountains are comp#- 
ratively nothing as to 1ts roundneſs, 

. Hereby alſo 1s found out the crue motion, and mutation of 
the Moon, and her true place ; which by reaion of ner Pa- 
rallaxes, can be done no other way. 

By the Suns defects, we find the Moon 1s lower and lefſer 
than he, and therefore it 1s never cocal. 

By the Moons, we know that the Suns far bigger or grear- 
er than the Earth, and the Mcon lefler. 

And hence we know their diſtance from the Farth to be 
different, and they teach us to meaſure toth their diſtances 
from the Earth, and the Magnitude of their ſeveral Bodies. 

And laſtly, their great Influence, as they produce alteta- 
tions, mutations, and viſſitudes of all Sublunary, Elementary 
things gives them the firſt Place, or Precedency« 
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' In this Tears Revolution, will happen no fewer than four of 
thoſe notable Dafets, V1z, | 

Two of the Sun, and two of the Moon. 

The firſt will te a great, and almoſt total Eclipſe of the 
Sun, which will happen 7anuary the 6th. at fix of the Clock 
in the Evening, in about ſix and twenty Degrees of Capri- 
corn; but the Suns Body being then about thirty Degrees | 
below our Horriſon, 1t will not be ſeen in England. But to 
our Plarxations in the Weſt-Ind7es, it will be a great Obſcuri- 
ty, eleven parts of the Suns Body being darkened. 

This Eclipſe will have moſt eminenc Influence on thoſe, 
parts of the World, under V? and S, and thoſe parts to 
whom it appears: but we .1n England, I hope ſhall not be 
concerned 1n it .-For Origanus tells us, Nt nocent Eclipſes ills 
Regionibus, in qutbus non videntur.

'F He fruitful Autumn, or Harveſt Quarter comes next, in 
order to be ſpoken of, wherein I muſt be more brief, 
leaſt I exceed my limits.
